His 
confession followed a near 20-hour 
search for the girl and “a tall 
blond man with a black Chevrolet 
convertible" whom Clarkson first 
told police lured Theresa away in 
his car. 
The search ended with the dis­ 
covery of the girl'* body in a 
chimp of bushes about a quarter- 
of-a-mile from Ute boy's home on 
Route 162.
